Consequently, | hesitate to order any plant 
from a list in which only the common, or 
local, name is given. I have also found the 
same common name given to two or more 
plants that are unrelated, which adds more 
to the confusion. I, too, wish flower lovers 
would take the trouble to learn the botanical 
names as well as the local terms.— Mrs. J. B.

in September was noted with interest. 
Forty-three pansy blooms on a plant at one 
time, however, is no record, as Mrs. Armi- 
tage will discover if she transplants her pan- 
sies where they are to bloom in the fall 
rather than waiting to buy blooming plarfts 
in spring. Properly handled and with sufh- 
ciently fertilized beds where they have an 
adequate food supply, it is not uncommon 
to have plants from the better American 
bred varieties with 150 or more flowers on 
them at one time. I have counted as many 
as 200 blooms on a single plant in our 
breeding grounds on plants that were car- 
ried over the second winter, although such 
plants will not go into the second hot sum- 
mer.

Spider Lilies in Kansas 
To the Editor: 


| was much interested in the article, on 

page 592 of the July issue, about the 
“Exotic Spider Lily.” I, too, grow this 
southern beauty, on the south side of my 
house. It is perfectly hardy here with no 
further protection. I also grow the white 
spider lily, Hymenocallis calathina, ’ having 
brought both bulbs from the south. The white 
spider lily, however, is right out in the open 
ground, where it gets full blasts of our 
winters, with temperatures sometimes as low 
as 20 degrees below zero. The plant does 
not increase here, but it does stay with you 
and bloom. 

I have several southern bulbs, plants and 
shrubs which have been acclimated to this 
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climate, although I did not have to acclimate 
the red and white spider lilies in this man- 
ner. | do this by placing the southern plants 
in a coldframe under glass to the blooming 
age. Then I place them just outside the 


old‘rame until their second blooming, after 


which I put them any place in the garden I 
wis By that time they are acclimated. I 
also grow some of the southern flowers from 
see’), and these need no further acclimation.

I grow them under a heavy oak sawdust 
mulch and seldom have to water them, 
though our soil is a sandy loam and the 
water table is low. However, I do have to 
enclose the patch with chicken wire fence 
1 winter to keep the rabbits out.—Nina M.

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T the Third Annual Southern States 

Dahlia Association Show, held at the 

Southeastern Fair in Atlanta, Ga., 
October 1 and 2, thousands of excellent 
flowers in a wonderful assortment filled 
an entire building of 20,000 square-foot 
area. 

In the miniature section (flowers four 
inches or less in diameter) one variety 
was a repeated winner. This was Ike, a 
deep blood-red variety that is classed as 
a formal decorative type but which looks 
informal and attractive because the petal 
tips are laciniated. Every bloom of this 
dahlia exhibited had a long stiff stem, 
crisp foliage, and the flowers were sur- 
prisingly uniform. 

One can only assume that this is a first 
class variety for all gardeners in the 
South to grow. As a matter of fact, it 
should do well almost anywhere, for it 
originated in the Midwest. The only fault 
with Ike is that flowers usually exceed 
the four-inch limit of flower show sched- 
ules, but home interested 
purely in lots of cut flowers will have no 
objection to this. 

Another superlative variety at this show 
was Golden Treasure, a new one intro- 
duced this year, which had the distinction 
of being placed on all three Honor Rolls 
published in the December, 1948, issue of 
FLOWER GROWER. 

Several baskets of this variety were on 
display, and no one could deny that these 
gorgeous, eight-inch flowers held high on 
long stiff stems and glowing with a warm

NCE in a while, I read a tantalizing 
article in an English garden maga- 
zine about plants that surely would make 
wonderful garden plants in this country, 
but which are unknown or at least un- 
available here.

According to the article, the late 
Harold Walkden spent twenty years on a 
campaign of improvement of solidagos 
(Goldenrods) with the result that there 
are, today, varieties in England which 
range from a few inches to six feet tall, 
have various type flower sprays from up- 
right spires to great plume-like sprays, 
and include colors running from deep 
yellow to near-white. Without question 
all the original species used to produce 
these remarkable plants are native only 
in the United States. 

The time has come, in our opinion, for 
American nurseries to import and propa- 
gate these colorful perennials, so that 
American gardeners may discover the 
beauty of their own native plants.

Plant for Permanence .. .

NE of the most interesting woody 

plants available for our gardens is 

Persian parrotia. Brilliant foliage 
coloration makes this tall shrub or small 
tree particularly distinctive in the au- 
tumn. Parrotia is a of the 
witch-hazel family bearing close resem- 
blance to these winter-blooming shrubs 
as well as to fothergillas, which were 
treated in this earlier this 
(FLower Grower, March. 1949). Like 
other hardy and interesting plants in 
this family, parrotias are not generally 
known, and though offered by some nurs- 
eries, they are virtually never seen in 
home gardens.

Botanists now feel that Parrotia per- 
sica, the small tree native in northern 
Persia and the Caucasus. is the only 


species of this genus in the world. Al- 
though its flowers are scarcely showy, 
beautiful bark and fine autumn colora- 
tion make the plant a valuable acquisi- 


tion for discerning gardeners. A mag- 
nificent specimen in Kissena Park in 


Flushing attests that the famous Long 
Island nurseryman, Samuel Parsons, 
considered parrotia a distinctive subject 
for American gardens, and he was prob- 
ably the first to bring the species to 
America. 

Parrotias usually develop into bushy 
small trees 12 to 15 feet high and some- 
what more in spread. Occasionally 4% 
plant growing in a favored location or 
one long established surpasses 25 feet. 
Several specimens are thriving at the 
Brooklyn Botanic Garden, and one patri- 
arch attained a height of more than 30 
feet. This size is unusual, however. and 
the smaller plants in this splendid col- 
lection or the densely branched bushy 
specimen at Highland Park in Rochester, 
New York, may be taken as more typ- 
ical. Their smooth bark loosens in_ ir- 
regular dark grayish flakes. often from 
to three inches and these 
drop off to show paler new bark be- 
neath.

February daphne, and Japanese witch- 
hazel which start the garden season and 
lead to the brilliant displays of mid- 
spring. Petals and showy corolla-parts 
are lacking. but much charm and_at- 
tractiveness rest in the conspicuous red- 
dish stamens surrounded by _ velvety 
brownish and green bracts. With early 
spring sunshine lighting up the branches, 
the abundantly produced flower clusters, 
each about half an inch across, make an 
unusual and a pleasing picture. 

The leaves of parrotias resemble those 
of the witch-hazels, but examined care- 
fully they show interesting differences. 
They are from three to five inches long, 
obovate in outline, and arranged alter- 
nately on the shoots. Midrib and 
extend upward through the leaves in a 
willowware-china of pattern, and 
in the smaller angles at the forkings a 
small pocket of vein tissue is usually 
Broadleaved plants rarely 
show this detail of streamlined design, 
and its origin and function lead to in- 
teresting surmise.

However matters of structure 


and efficiency may be answered, it is 
more pertinent to home gardeners that 
the leaves give an unusually brilliant 


and lasting display of color at this time 
of the year. The transition 
through greenish and gold to orange 
and scarlet before the chemical changes 
are complete, and the display often lasts 
well into November.

African violet seed is as fine as dust. and so special care must 
be taken in sowing it. One of the most popular methods employs 
the materials shown above—a covered dish, vermiculite, peatmoss 
and charcoal. Cover the bottom of the dish with charcoal, then 
put in 1!'4 inches of a mixture of vermiculite and peatmoss. both 
soaked in water overnight and drained. Pat this down lightly and 
sow the seed thinly. Seedlings should appear in about three weeks. 
Good light should be given them. but not direct sunlight. Water 
the seedlings (below) sparingly. about once a week, with a mild 
solution of a reliable fertilizer dissolved in lukewarm water. 


About two weeks after pollination, a tiny seed pod will be- 


gin to form, but it will take six to nine months to ripen. 
Do not remove it antil fully ripe; however. if it becomes 
mushy, remove it and keep it in a safe, dry place till ripe.

When the seedlings reach about '4 inch in height, they may 
be safely transplanted into small individual pots. Lift them 
by holding them gently with the thumb and forefinger and pry- 
ing them out of the seed pan with a toothpick. Don’t disturb 
the peatmoss and vermiculite that clings to their roots and 


pot them carefully as suggested in the diagrammatic drawing.

It’s more fun to grow 


African Violets srom Seed 


F you have never grown African vio- 

lets from seed you have missed one 

of the most fascinating phases of 
their culture. There is a new adventure 
in store for you if you care to try it. 

Seed may be had from several com- 
mercial sources. Growing them to ma- 
turity requires about the same length of 
time as growing a plant from a leaf cut- 
ting. But the reward is much greater, for 
while a leaf cutting produces only one or 
a few plants, seeds produce many more 
and these offer greater interest, since 
they are likely to vary somewhat from 
the parent strain. You can never tell 
beforehand just what they'll turn out to 
be. 

Growing African violets from seed 1s 
highly interesting, but it is even more 
fascinating to grow them from. seed 
produced on your own plants. If, in ad- 
dition, you decide to do some cross- 
pollinating, waiting for your own seed 
from seiected parents’ to develop and 
mature, you are weil on your way 
toward a new African violet adveniure. 
A little time and care in the selection 
of the parent plants makes the possibil-

ity of producing something worthwhile 
more likely. Some wonderful things have 
already been produced from seed by 
some growers. I have seen two blue and 
white saintpaulias grown in this way. 

Consider the type and color of the 
foliage and the color and shape of the 
blossom in choosing the parent plants. 
Some varieties of African violets throw 
“sports” (vegetative variations) more 
readily than others. Since Blue Girl, 
Orchid Girl and Pink Girl have done 
this quite often they should also make 
good prospects as seed parents. Because 
of the distinctive color of their foliage. 
tuffles, Blue Velvet and Blue Chard 
might also produce interesting offspring. 

The accompanying photographs show 
the various steps in cross-pollinating. 
If you are really serious about produc- 
ing a good new African violet you will 
want to select the best from among the 
new seedlings as they come into bloom 
and continue the venture through one or 
two more African violet generations. 

It would be impossible to guess ac- 
curately just what one may expect from 
seedlings. Anything may happen. Most 





of them will be similar to one or other 
of their parents. Some will be “neither 
fish nor fowl” as several shades of 
color of the parent plant’s blossoms and 
several variations of the parent foliage 
may appear. But perhaps just one or 
maybe several will vary enough to be 
considered a “new” plant. 

I have grown plants from about eleven 
crosses but found it worthwhile to keep 
plants from only two of these. It is pos- 
sible to get several hundred plants from 
the seeds in a single seed pod. From the 
first cross I made, 450 plants grew from 
the seed of one pod. 

Since I am especially interested in 
foliage I now have a special project in 
which I am attempting to establish a 
type or a pattern of foliage rather than 
trying for a new blossom color. When I 
am sufficiently satisfied with the dis- 
tinctiveness of the foliage I plan to try 
for a variety of color in the flower. So 
far I have been lucky for, from better 
than 450 seedlings (Lavender Pink du- 
Pont on Mrs. Boles) I was able to select 
one plant giving the promise of a dif-

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AMELLIAS cannot be surpassed by 

any of the broadleaved evergreen 

shrubs in all those areas where they 
may be grown as garden plants. Any 
garden in which they are used freely is 
lifted out of the commonplace and even 
a single specimen improves its own sur- 
roundings. 

Not only do camellias make fine speci- 
men plants but they are excellent as 
accent plants, useful for screens and 
unsurpassed as hedge plants, standing 
pruning well. In shade they grow and 
bloom as no other shrubs will. And, in 
addition, camellias may be grown in pots 
and tubs. Many fine old specimens, 
clothed in glossy green foliage and an 
abundance of blossoms have survived 
years of neglect in various parts of the 
south and west. 

Growing camellias in gardens is not 
difficult providing they are given suitable 
exposure, good drainage, acid soi], and 
are planted correctly. Attention should 
also be given to fertilizing, watering, 
syringing and insect control. Under 
suitable climatic conditions, success fol- 
lows. 

The best exposure is a partly shaded 
one. In their natural Oriental habitat, 
camellias are undershrubs in open wood- 
lands. The ideal is to approximate those 
conditions as nearly as possible. Plant 
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them where they will be in light shade 
for half the day, particularly in the 
morning. If no shade is available pro- 
vide some by planting rapidly growing 
trees that will overtop the camellias. 
Pine or albizzia would be good selections 
for this purpose. 

Many ot the areas in which camellias 
are used as garden plants are regions of 
heavy rainfall—the Atlantic coast from 
Norfolk southward, the Gulf coast coun- 
try and the Pacific Northwest. In such 
regions as elsewhere, good drainage must 
be provided even though rainfall may be 
seasonal. This is a basic necessity. Ele- 
vated or sloping ground furnishes the 
right sort of location. If this is not 
available, a location can be improved by 
moving in soil to raise it. If there are 
good drainage outlets, the problem can 
be solved by digging large holes and 
partly filling them with lime-free rock 
before planting on top of this. 


The reaction of the soil in which 
camellias are grown should be some- 
where between pH 4.5 and 5.5. This 


may vary upward in certain locations. 
It is well to have the soil in which the 
plants are growing checked from time 
to time if the pH of the soil surrounding 
a planting is higher than 6. It can be 
lowered through the use of aluminum 
sulphate and sulphur.

A good mulch is helpful in maintain- 
ing the correct soil reaction. This may be 
composed of leaves, pine needles, bark, 
peanut hulls, acid peat, bagasse or sim- 
ilar materials. The mulch yields acid as 
it decays and in addition regulates soil 
temperature and moisture. 

The planting operation is a very im- 
portant one, for at that time it is possible 
to make provisions for the future welfare 
of plants that cannot be done so well 
later.

The Fruits of Retirement .. . 


Plant Breeding by Louis 


DOZEN years or more ago, the 
gardener who had long been in 


charge of the Ellerton James Estate 
in Milton. Massachusetts, retired. It had 
been an active life for Louis Vasseur 
since taking over and restoring a run- 
down place for his employer more than 
30 years before. 
Retirement was the idea but, as every 
horticulturist gar- 
deners do not retire. What they usually 


knows. professional 
do is to stop handling plants belonging 
to others and start caring for some of 
their own. Louis Vasseur was no excep- 
tion. In fact. he had made provision for 
a horticultural business of his own with 
stocks of superior gladiolus, dahlias and 
other similar plants all in hand to start 
operations. Land was available, as was 


the necessary financing to start what 
might well have turned out to be one 
of the country’s outstanding specialty 


nurseries. 

Unfortunately the plan was never to 
out.

lected and years.

Grow Gloxinias!

LOXINIAS, to my mind, are the 
most strikingly attractive and most 
nearly perfect of all 
In fact. by comparison with them, many 


houseplants. 


popular houseplants seem hardly worth 
growing at all! For color, size and num- 
ber of their flowers, they few if 
any rivals, and for overall appearance of 
the plant they stand none. 
They are easily grown by any houseplant 
enthusiast, and yet growing them well

should be coarse, fibrous and rich in 
organic matter, that is, manure, leaf- 


mold or compost. I have done consider-

and believe I have developed a mixture 
that is almost perfectly suited to gloxinia 
culture. However. it would be difficult 
for most people to duplicate this mix- 
ture, unless they have access to a farm. 
I make a compost pile

The essential 
thing, though, is that the mixture be 
rich and fibrous.

ture to drop below 60° at night, and a 
62° night temperature seems to. suit 
them perfectly. Contrary to the advice 
of some gloxinia authorities, I always 
water my plants at the surface of the 
soil. I apply water until it runs out the 
bottom of the pot and do not water 
again until the soil at the surface begins 
to show signs of dryness. In this way, 
the soil never becomes waterlogged, a 
ecndition which is often the cause of 
bud-blasting. 

During the winter, gloxinias require 
just about all the light that can be given 
them. This is especially true of 
varieties that have a tendency to 
leggy. During the summer they require 
some shade, especially if grown in a 
greenhouse. I try to hit the “happy 
medium”—enough light so that the

The plants should be kept growing 
ctively until about August. At that 
ime water should be gradually with- 
eld until the tops begin to look un- 
ightly. The plants are then ready to be 
laced in the cellar for their rest period. 
vhich ordinarily should last from six to 
en weeks. If new growth starts sooner, 
hey should be watered and kept grow- 
ng, as this is a sign that a new growth 
‘yele has begun, and to check it would 
nly weaken the tuber. 

When gloxinias are raised from seed. 
the first consideration is that the seed 
should be fresh. Gloxinia seed is small 
ind shows a marked decrease in viability 
after it is one year old. Therefore, be 
sure the seed is obtained from a reliable 
source and that the age of the seed is 
stated. The second point of major con- 
sideration is that the seed must not be 
allowed to become dry after it has been 
sown, especially from the fifth to the 
ninth days. Thirdly, the soil must be 
loose. 

The sowing medium which I have 
found most satisfactory consists of equal 
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Here seedling plants are growing in 214” 


pots where they stay for 6 to 8 weeks 
before they are moved into larger pots. 


parts of peatmoss (or sphagnum moss), 
sand and leafmold soil. The peat or 
sphagnum moss should be screened 
through a quarter-inch screen and the 
soil should be sterilized. After steriliz- 
ing. the soil should be allowed to cool 
and ‘then placed in a container at least 
3 inches deep so as not to dry out too 
rapidly. 

After the moss, sand and leafmold 
soil have been thoroughly mixed to- 
gether, the mixture is placed in a seed 
flat or seed pan with drainage material 
at the bottom. The surface, after level- 
ing. should then be covered with a 
14-inch layer of finely sifted sphagnum 
moss. The seed is sown onto this layer 
of moss. 

A convenient method of sprinkling the 
seed onto the sowing medium is to first 


place the seed on a small pane of glass 
and then, holding the glass on a slant, to 
tap the glass lightly with a pencil, so 
that the seed will roll off the edge 
gradually and can thus be sown quite 
evenly. After sowing. | water the seed 
into the moss. but I do not press it 
down. The final step is to cover the 
container with a pane of glass and a 
piece of newspaper. A small chip should 
be placed under one edge of the glass, 
so as to prevent excess condensation, and 
the container placed in a warm location. 

Seed should be sown July 1 and the 
plants grown through the winter in order 
to produce the largest plants. At a 62° 
night temperature they will begin flower- 
ing in April or May and will continue 
to bloom during most of the summer if 
kept watered and the weather is moder- 
ately cool. A protected porch seems to 
be an ideal location. 

I sow seed from July 1 to August 1 
for early blooming plants. After August 
1, I wait for the new seed, which is har- 
vested in September. After new seed 
becomes available, I continue to sow 
until March 1. I do not sow any gloxinia 
seed during March. April and May, be- 
cause the plants would then mature very 
rapidly. before attaining a good size. 
This would be especially true if they 
were grown in a greenhouse. Some en- 
thusiasts. however, prefer to sow during 
April and May, since by this method the 
plants do not take up so much space 
they can be grown in 4-inch instead of 
5-inch pots—and when the plants bloom 
the choicer ones can be picked out and 
the others discarded. In this way a fine 
collection can be had at a reasonable 
price. 

I transplant the seedlings as soon as 
they are large enough to handle, that is, 
when they measure approximately *, 
inch across the true leaves. I plant the 
seedlings in a greenhouse bench, contain- 
ing the same soil as I use for potting, 
spacing them 11% inches apart each way. 
They could. of course, be planted into a

seed flat or coldframe bed instead of 
the greenhouse bench. 

As soon as the seedlings begin to 
crowd each other—usually within about 
a month—they are potted up into 244- 


inch pots. They remain in these pots for 
six to eight weeks. From 2%%-inch pots 
I recommend a shift into 5-inch pots. I 
know this would not usually be consid- 
ered horticulturally correct. but there 
are two very good reasons for it. In the 
first place. a vigorously growing gloxinia 
in a 3%- or 4-inch pot 1s likely to dry 
out quite fast. and if it is subjected to 
too much dryness it will mature and set 
flowers before it has attained a good size. 
In the second place. many people neglect 
to repot their plants after they are in

November Pointers 


Tips for Northern Gardeners 


ERE it is the month of November, 
the beginning of another winter! 
It’s time for the wind-up of fall 
housecleaning in the garden and the final 
tucking away of plants and shrubs for 
their long winter naps. November is all 
that. but it is also a good time to do 
some seed sowing in the open garden. 
Larkspur can be sown now. Not every- 
‘one finds its easy to grow. Sown in the 
early spring it does fine until the heat 
catches up with it. But sown now in the 
spot where it is to flower next year it 
will be assured the very early start it 
needs in spring. As a rule the seed lies 
dormant winter and germinates 
early in spring. In the event fall and 
winter prove to be mild the seed may 
germinate earlier. That is all right too, 
for the plants are quite hardy. Snap- 
dragons, cornflowers and coreopsis will 
all do well if sown now. 


over 


SWEETPEAS can be sown in No- 
vember. They prove more successful by 
this method. However there is always 
the possibility of extreme cold weather 
through which the peas will not live. It 
is therefore wiser, if you own a cold- 
frame, to sow the sweetpeas in pots that 


A coldframe is among the experienced gardener’s most valuable 
pieces of equipment and is in use practically all year round— 
for carrying tender or young plants over winter, such as the 
pansy seedlings in the frame at the left, for starting plants in the 
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can be kept in the frame with a light 
mulch of peatmoss over them. Use a 
good potting soil and sow them in 3%- 
to 4-inch pots, three or four seeds to 
each pot. 


THE COLDFRAME is a most useful 


piece of equipment for any garden, be it 


big or little. If you do not already own 


one, how about buying or making one 
this year? It isn’t too big a job. Use 
2-inch planking for the four sides, and 
purchase standard size sash, that is 3 by 
6 feet, for the top. Make the length of 
the frame a multiple of the 3-foot width 
of the sash. The frame can be any 
depth from 12 to 24 inches, depending 
on the uses to which you plan to put it. 
Make the back of the frame higher by 
several inches than the front so that 
water can drain off the sash, rather than 
seep into the frame and so spoil plants. 

Give some thought to the best location 
for the new frame. A sunny spot against 
a building is ideal, particularly if you 
want to store plants over the winter. A 
southern exposure against a wall would 
make the frame nearer to being frostfree. 
Extra protection is provided by stacking 
leaves or manure around the outside of 


the frame. Frames do not necessarily 
have to be made of wood planking. 
Concrete block. brick and concrete can 
all be used and of course these materials 
are more likely to be frostproof. The 
frame can be turned into a miniature 
greenhouse if it is possible to run a pipe 
from the building heating system to 
around the inside of the frame. 

Winter uses for the coldframe are 
many. Chrysanthemum stock, both green- 
house and outdoor varieties carry ove! 
well in the coldframe. Semi-hardy peren- 
nials placed in flats can be stored in the 
coldframe. Nierembergia rivularis is one 

A number of vegetables can be han- 
dled in the frame. Celery and leeks can 
be transplanted into the soil of the 
frame, but they must be planted very 
closely. The celery bleaches quickly 
handled in this manner. Be certain the 
plants are dry when they are handled. 
Parsley plants can be potted and plunged 
in the frame and they will keep right on 
growing. 

Bulbs for forcing can be started in the 
frame. Plunge the pots of bulbs in the 
soil of the frame and cover them with 
peatmoss or ashes to a depth of 6 inches. 
It is easier to dig them out of the frame 


spring, right, for shading certain plants in summer, and so on. 
Frames can be purchased in any size from 3 to 18 feet, for from 
one to six sash, or they can easily be made from lumber, cinder 
blocks or cement. The frames shown take standard 3x6-foot sash.

ROSE PROTECTION against winter 
iid is required in the northern section 

the United States and there are sev- 
ral methods of supplying this. The 
method I prefer is to first draw earth 
around the base of the plant. Then the 
crowths are cut to about 18 inches long 


and to simplify covering of the plants 
they should be tied together with a soft 
tying string. After there has been a good 
frost. salt hay or leaves should be put in 
and around the plants. Scrub pine 
branches or straw also make good cov- 
ering material, and another substitute is 
strawy horse manure. The only draw- 
back to the latter is that it is sometimes 
full of grass seed that will spell trouble 
for the following year. 


CLIMBING ROSES can be protected 
in several ways. They can be cut away 
from their support. laid in a trench on 
the ground and then covered first with 
soil and then salt hay. If they are known 
to be a hardy variety they can be left 
standing but wrap them in burlap, straw 
or cornstalks for protection against sun- 
scald. 

PROTECT STANDARD ROSES by 
laying them down on their sides, cover- 
ing them with soil and salt hay. To 
make it possible to tip over the plants, 
loosen one side of them and after they 
are tipped over tie the stems to pegs to 
hold them down.

The 
sash for these are only 2 by 4 feet and are much easier to manipu- 


late; the frames, too, are easier to move when necessary. In the 


winter protection, not to 
keep out cold but rather 
to prevent their being 
dried out by strong dry- 
ing winds. The wind 
does its worst damage 
when the ground is fro- 
zen deeply and the plant 
is unable to replace the 
moisture drawn from it 
by the wind. English 
boxwood, rhododendron 
and new plantings of 
evergreens are particu- 
larly susceptible to this 
type of damage and 
should have a protective 
screen either around 
each individual plant or 
around the planting. 

If scrub pine is avail- 
able it can be tied to 
temporary posts and 
wire strung around to 
hold it against. the 
plants. Corn stalks can 
be used in a_ similar 
manner or burlap can 
be tacked to a frame- 
work around the plants. 
Boxwood must be cov- 
ered on top also to pre- 
vent sun scald. and the top covering must 
be strong enough to support a load of 
snow in order to keep the weight off the 
plant. 

A light rope around evergreens, par- 
ticularly the upright types such as Taxus 
hicksi will help prevent their being 
spread by heavy weights of snow. 


LAWN CARE. Drifts of leaves left on 
lawns for any length of time will destroy 
the grass underneath. and leave a scar 
on the lawn for the whole winter. Better 
get them all cleaned off now.

Start them in the dark. in water and 
pebbles, and bring them into the light when up 2 or 3 
inches. Dutch hyacinths can be grown in the same way. 


A light scattering of half rotted cow 
manure over the lawn will do wonders 
for it over the winter months—in case 
you plan to be away so you won't mind 
the appearance of the lawn. When spring 
arrives the excess manure can be raked 
off. No doubt you have heard this method 
produces weeds but, if it does, 2,4-D will 
quickly take care of them. anc in the 
meantime the lawn will be well fed. 
The manure also adds humus to the soil 
surface. If this method is used year after

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Lawn Curb 


ERE is a suggestion for keeping that 


old devil, devil grass, out of the 
flower beds. It’s a simple cement curb, 
which any amateur can make. 

In certain localities, Bermuda grass— 
or devil grass, as it is most appropriately 
called by many people—has been seeded 
in the lawn. Usually, if there is even one 
lawn seeded with this grass, in a matter 
of a few years an entire block will be 
taken over by the Bermuda. Most gar- 
deners soon give up trying to fight it and 
Jet it run rampant. 

One woman in San Jose, California, 
dug up her lawn two years in succession, 
planted flowers instead, seeded her lawn 
the third year with a Bermuda-free mix- 
eture. The following year she was already 
yielding ground to the' Bermuda seeds 
blown into her lawn from one across the 
street. 

Although the Bermuda makes a 
strong, thick lawn, choking out most 
weeds, its long roots have a tendency to 
choke out the flowers as well. For those 
of us who have Bermuda in our lawns 
and like to keep a border of flowers 
around the house, there seems to be one 
good solution to the problem. This is to 
make a flower curb to enclose the bed 
going all the way around the house. 

The curb will not entirely eliminate 
your devil grass. It will, however, keep 
this satanic weed at a minimum and 
save hours of deep digging. 

It is possible to get ready-mix cement 
for making the curb yourself. The ready- 
mix comes sacked in 60-pound packages, 
small enough for you to carry out to the 
car yourself and transport home from 
the local store. All you have to do is 


mix the cement with water in a wheel- 
barrow. 


LIVELY INTEREST 


With the ready-mix, the cement work 
can be done at leisure, a little at a time 
during spare moments. To begin, have 
the flower bed as completely free of the 
devil grass as possible. Make a cement 
wall at least 3 inches deep and 6 inches 
wide below the lawn. The curb should 
be 3 inches wide and high, above the 
level of the grass. 

If a 3-inch cement walk is made be- 
tween the curb and the lawn, mowing 
and trimming will be simplified. It will 
also be an added obstacle for the grass, 
and will further discourage this _per- 
nicious pest from getting into the flower 
beds.—SimonE Ovuita ( Calif.) 


Eucharis Lily 


NE of the best and easiest winter- 

flowering house plants in my opin- 
ion, is Eucharis. grandiflora, otherwise 
known as Amazon lily. Flowering mainly 
from January to March, the giant narcis- 
sus-like blooms are borne in four or five 
clusters on straight stems. 

Eucharis lily can be made to bloom 
two or three times a year by alternate 
drying and growing periods, but this is 
a somewhat complicated process. The 
bulbs I potted up were 2% inches in 
circumference. However, since the best 
blooms are produced from bulbs that 
have been established several seasons in 
the same container, it is more economi- 
cal to buy the larger size. 

I potted the bulbs singly in 6-inch 
clay pots, using a compost mixed with 
one-third part well-rotted and _ pulver- 
ized cow manure. This makes a soil of 
unusual richness that the eucharis seems 
to require. Eucharis bulbs can be set 
in the open ground, too, in a rich soil 
and a shady, southern location. Good 
drainage is necessary.

tilizer (4-12-4) and a liberal feeding « 
liquid manure from time to time wil! 
result in particularly fine foliage and 
bloom. The flowers are crystal white. 
with a greenish corona in the center. 
Blooms 4 inches across are not unusual. 
The stems are 2 feet tall and blossoms 
will last many days if given a semi- 
shaded location in the window garden 
or greenhouse. 

Coming from the tropics of South 
America, eucharis naturally resents cold 
weather; also. it does not like being dis- 
turbed. Side shoots or new bulblets are 
produced from offsets best removed and 
potted in spring. Repotting the mature 
bulb before two seasons have passed 
will retard this increase. It sometimes 
takes a year for eucharis to bloom again 
after being transplanted. 

The foliage is large, with dark green 
leaves, broad and drooping, and slende: 
petioles a few inches long. In fact, the 
foliage alone is most graceful and pleas- 
ing, even when the plant is not in bloom. 

Eucharis likes a moist atmosphere and 
does not grow well in an overheated 
house. For the most part, I feed mine 
well with manure water and let them 
take care of themselves. In the spring. 
when danger of frost is over, the pots 
are sunk in the ground outside. These 
should be taken in before frost. 
and placed in a sunny window or green- 
house. A drop in temperature, 60 to 55 
degrees, seems to cause the foliage to 
wilt. The lily-like fragrance adds to its 
good qualities—Frep C. Hupparp (Va.)

For the Birds. Too 


HEN you decide, this fall, which 
shrubs would enhance the autumn 
beauty of your garden, think also of the 
birds, and choose your shrubs for thei: 
fruits as well as their foliage. There ar 
many of them whose berries will appeal! 
to the birds just as much as their autumn 
foliage will appeal to you. 
Viburnum prunifolium, or black haw. 
which is native to many of the Central 
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nd Eastern states is a most satisfactory 
hrub for your garden. It is not fussy 
bout soil and is very hardy. Since it is 
ot a rampant grower, black haw does 
ot get out of hand, but grows slowly 
nto a neat compact bush. The hand- 
ome glossy foliage rates with the best 

f the deciduous shrubs. Blooms are 
vhite and a large bush in full bloom is a 
leasant sight. 

The flowers are followed by large 
clusters of berries that turn blue-black. 
Many species of birds are fond of these 
berries. Fall foliage takes on a plum- 
wine color that is even more handsome 
than the shiny new leaves of spring. The 
shrub will grow readily from fall-sown 
seed and young plants may be moved 
easily if care is taken. 

Equally as attractive is Viburnum 
lantana with light green leaves, white 
beneath, and turning deep red when cool

days of fall arrive. Leaves persist in 
clinging to the bush longer than those of 
any other deciduous shrub. Its blooms 
are not quite as attractive as V. prunifol- 
ium but the berries turning bright red and 
then black are more sought after by the 
birds. Robins, catbirds, and thrashers 
from all over the neighborhood come in 
for the feast when these berries are ripe. 
V. lantana also comes easily from fall 
sown seed and is a fairly fast grower, 

Prunus tomentosa, the Nanking cherry, 
is the first shrub to bloom in the spring. 
Its pale pink buds @pen out pure white. 
The foliage is bright green until cool fall 
days turn it golden yellow, fading grad- 
ually to a pale creamy yellow before fall- 
ing. The little cherries that follow the 
blooms are borne in great abundance, 
their bright red color as attractive as any 
flower. Sweet and mild flavored they pro- 
vide juicy food through July for both 
young and old birds. The Nanking cherry 
is easily raised from seed sown in fall 
so it will freeze. It is a fast grower, 
blooming in two years. Small plants 
bear fruit—Eunice Fisuer ( Wis.) 


Bee's Eye View 


F, by some miracle, we could suddenly 

be reduced to the size of a bee, and 
go with one of those tireless insects on 
its daily round from flower to flower, 
what wondrous sights we would see! 
Imagine the blooms that now look like 
small delicate affairs suddenly trans- 
formed into huge giants, often much 
bigger than ourselves. On some kinds, 
the petals, pistils and stamens would 
tower far over our heads when we were 
deep in the flower’s heart. 

Each species would present a vastly 
different appearance. For instance, if 
we were to visit the large golden bloom 
of a sunflower, our bee’s eye view would 
reveal not a single blossom at all, but a 
group of perhaps several hundred star- 
shaped blooms all clustered together in 
orderly rows. Walking across them, we 
could see that each one of these tiny 
yellow starlets is a perfect flower with 
five pointed petals, and with golden, 
pollen-laden anthers rising from the 
center. 

The photograph shows a few of these 
hundreds of star flowers as seen by the 
enlarging camera. A _ single sunflower 
bloom may contain over a thousand of 
these stars, each one of which is de- 
signed by the Creator to produce a single 
seed. 

We would also find that the same sun- 
flower produces two kinds of flowers. 
The “stars” are in the central part of 
the bloom. Around this central disk, 
composed of many such “stars”, are 
highly specialized flowers. One of the 
points of each of these star-like flowers 
is greatly enlarged to form a showy petal. 
Every gaudy petal of the sunflower is 
produced by one of these specialized 
florets, all set around the rim of the 
flower head. 

Many other species of flowers which 
belong to the same family have this odd 
type of bloom, including the daisies, 
cosmos and some of the weeds of the 
field and roadside.—Paut Hap.ey (Pa.)

Oxvalis Ortgiesi 


TO mere black-and-white picture can do 
justice to Oxalis ortgiesi, as most of 
its beauty lies in the color of its butterfly 
leaves. They are a deep olive green with 
an undertone of red. The undersides 
of the leaves and the stems of leaf and 
plant are a rich maroon. The whole 
coloring might be slightly somber were 
it not for the bright yellow flowers poised 
on their long stems above the leaves. 

The plant blooms continuously all 
winter, the new buds coming from the 
end of the stem. their necks crooked 
down as though they would try to hide 
their heads until the last minute when 
they pop out and open. They seem to 
be trying to surprise you. 

The leaves close down at night and 
in bright sunlight, and that is when it 
looks most as though a myriad of butter- 
flies had lighted on it. The friend who 
gave me my first slip called it “the but- 
terfly plant.” and | knew no other name 
for it for some time. 

It does best in an east or west window 
and will even thrive in a north window 
although there it isn’t quite as free with 
its bright blossoms. 

The only fault I have found with the 
plant is that it tends to become rather 
leggy towards spring. As it grows taller, 
it drops the lower leaves. This is not as 
objectionable in an older plant, as the 
number of stems from the root increases 
with age. In fact they double each year. 
The plant in thes picture is three years 
from a slip. 

I find the best way to handle them is 
to cut them back to the ground each 
spring. The cuttings may be used for 
new plants. The original plant as a 
rule sends up two shoots near the base 
of each one that is cut off. I have never 
tried pinching it back. This might pro-

The Woods of Merriewoode

ACON, Georgia, is proud of its ca- 
mellia gardens. Maconites feel 
there are none better in the south. 
Macon is proud of its many fine active 
garden clubs—such clubs are evidence 
of alive, forceful people. Macon is 
proud of its Mr. and Mrs. William T. 
Wood. Where Macon’s heart is, there 
you find the Woods too. 
You find them growing and hybridiz- 
ing camellias that stand up with the 


best. You find them hardworking’ and 
imavinative club members. And you 


“find that they carry the name of Macon 
along with them into national plant so- 
cieties and into big flower shows where 
they have been invited to judge. 

We have composed a motto for the 
Woods which seems to describe this fam- 
ily: “Know ’em, grow ’em, breed ’em, 
shoot ’em.” To be specific, the shooting 
is done by camera—often in color. A 
second motto for the Woods might be a 
simple repetition of the first, prefaced by 
“Teach and inspire others to. . 

Merriewoode, strongest gravitation 
point in the Woods’ whirling world, is 
ten acres of wooded hills and gardens 
threaded together with brooks, patterned 
with rocks and pools. If you know as 
much as the Woods know about plants, 
you might identify 135 native ferns em- 
broidering the earth along the paths. 
Also, you might be able to name a good 
many of the 275 varieties of camellias. 

When you browse through a nursery 
looking for new choice plants for your- 
self, you may notice a tall red hemerocal- 
lis marked Merriewoode Star or Neon; 
you may come upon a lovely semi-double 
white camellia with molten gold stamens, 
named Marie Wood. These are a few 
of the varisties that Merriewoode shuttled 
our way. When you see them you will 
know whence these creations came— 
from what hearts and what garden. 

When Mrs. Wood gets down to making 
a flower arrangement, characteristically 
she uses tall reaching lines. Upward 
reaching lines have a unique emotional 
quality. a strong feeling of aspiration, a 
surge toward the noble, the intrinsically 
There is something serene and 
confident in the aspiration suggested by 
emphasis on up-reaching lines. The mes- 
sage, as shown by her arrangements, is 
always simple, clear, direct. That is be- 
cause her sense of design is simple and 


good,

clear. The upward reaching lines al- 
ways predominate beyond all! doubt. 
Sometimes they dominate by bulk, as in 
the case of the gladiolus. Or, again, they 
dominate because of the dramatic sil- 
houette, highly demanding for interest 
value, as illustrated by the sheath-like 
leaves. 

Mrs. Wood works with the most com- 
mon materials for many of her finest 
arrangements. Three types of foliage of 
pleasing form contrast and a few com- 
mon hydrangea clusters lead to one ar- 
rangement; a few ordinary fruits from 


the pantry, a scant handful of leaves 
calls forth another. Then again, a 
spray or two-of burdock and a half 


dozen pieces of sumac point out her ap- 
proval of wayside material. 

Mr. Wood makes his own ventures into 
flower arrangement. There is a story 
about him and the senior member of this 
writing team which brings the Woods to 
FLoweR Grower readers. D. B., Sr. 
visited in their home when she was in 
Macon. She was asked by Mr. Wood if 
she knew much about Japanese flower 
arrangement. She replied that she knew 
a limited amount about it, but found 
great inspiration in it. He asked her if 
she knew many of the schools. She con- 
fessed she knew only a few schools. 

“Come,” he said, “I have something in 
the dining room to show you.” 9 

So down into the cool lower story they 
went. As the light snapped on D. B., Sr. 
saw before her a very beautiful Japanese 


arrangement. “Well?” asked our Mr. 
Wood, “What school is it?” Our D. B., 


Sr. shook her head slowly, “I don’t know. 
What is it?” 

“Why, that’s an Ashirai arrangement. 

D. B., Sr., chuckled. “Why, so it is!” 
she said, feeling quite certain there was 
no such school and that he had made up 
the name to tease a bit.

Club Member Participation 


VERY member of a garden club needs to 
give something to the group if the or- 
ganization is to be of the greatest possible 
help to her. There are many ways in which 
members can take part in the programs. 
Perhaps the most obvious are in preparing 
papers as the features of meetings, in serving 
on committees and as officers when invited. 
You'd be surprised to hear what a large 
number of clubs find it extremely difficult to 
get someone to act as president! 
Many clubs find that the responses to roll 
call are a good method of stimulating mem- 
ber participation. The following may sug- 
gest variations for this purpose: The presi- 
dent announces that the alphabet is to begin 
with any letter she suggests—for instance 
“g.”” Each member gives a flower beginning 
with a letter following her predecessor’s. 
Trees may be selected for this response, or 
shrubs, or for more specialized groups varie- 
ties of roses, gladiolus, iris, etc. 

A line of garden verse offers a nice varia- 
tion in responses. “Garden Don’ts” is likely 
to bring up discussion later, and it is well 
to leave time for this. “Suggestion for next 
years program” may be a real help to the 
program committee. 

Mention a great name in horticulture, and 
tell in a word what this person gave the gar- 
dening world. This will make the ladies 
work a little in advance—good! Other topics 
might be a new plant | have grown this 
year, an unusual house plant. Or, bring a 
tree leaf and identify it. 


Here’s a good idea for a meeting without 


a planned program. At the preceding meet- 
ing each member drops into a box a card 
bearing a question which has bothered her 
and which she would like to have answered. 
Each member on leaving the meeting draws 
a card from the box, and brings to the next 
meeting an answer which she may have 
known right off, or which may have required 
considerable research. There’s every mem- 
ber participation for you! 

Naming contests are always enthusiastically 
received. Plans must be made in advance 
for some of these. For instance, have a com- 
mittee dry and mount on large sheets of 
paper 25 wild flowers or a collection of 
foliages. Allowing the summer for this does 
not place too great a burden on the com- 
mittee, and provides a stimulating meeting. 
Prizes awarded for this type of meeting may 
be plant materials from members’ gardens— 
another form of general participation. 

For a winter meeting, how about Catalogue 
Day? With a good collection of these fas- 
cinating picture books, the group can spend 
happy hours making out their order lists. 





This gives them an opportunity to talk ove 
their orders and to discuss past successe 
and failures. 

Spelling bees bring in every member and 
help everyone, not only in the spelling o! 
botanical words, but often in their pronun 
ciation. 

“Bring a weed” meetings bring about a lot 
of talk! Identification and control of weeds 
comes very close to the garden club’s work. 

A sale of second-hand containers will net 
the club exchequer a tidy sum. If everyone 
brings something she doesn’t use and a lively 
member auctions them off, you can get every- 
one to take part in the bidding. At such a 
meeting recently, most of the vases and bowls 
were sold well under a dollar. One very 
attractive little bowl went for seventeen 
cents—and a Chinese vase brought the as- 
tounding sum of $6.75. Everybody present 
took part in that meeting! 

For inter-club cooperation, a group may 
invite the membership of all similar organ- 
izations within a fifty mile radius for an 
annual picnic (best done in the summer!). 
For the morning session, each club repre- 
sented might mention its outstanding pro- 
grams and activities for the previous year, 
and in the afternoon, a stimulating program 
should be offered. 

Announcing a program on the history and 
romance of spices, a Texas garden club 
asked every member to mention a new and 
delicious use of some spice in cookery. 

In a club where everyone was interested 
in gourds, each woman was required to bring 
to the November meeting something she had 
made out of a gourd. Some of the containers 
made from large gourds were really beauti- 
ful. 

Going back to what we said at the begin- 
ning, when every member takes part in meet- 
ings, she both gains and gives and the club 
becomes a truly vital organization.

Tuberous Begonia Showers

Bloom drop in tuberous begonias can 
caused by a number of things. In any case, 
it is an indication of improper culture. In 
this instance I should say it is due to poor 
drainage and _ over-irrigation by flooding. 


This is almost sure to bring on bloom drop 


and may start stem rot as well. Be sure of 
good drainage even if the bed must be 
raised, and water only by sprinkling. In 
hot weather syringe the foliage and flowers 
to maintain humidity. Improper fertiliza- 
tion, crowding resulting in poor air drainag: 
and ventilation, or poor conditions of light 
may cause this trouble also—M. E. Har-

ro Fahrenheit without damage. They 
irive in almost any well-drained soil, 
it it has been demonstrated that one 
1 ch in organic matter and of at least 
ioderate fertility produces the best 
rowth. In order that the delicate 
flowers are not battered and whipped 
hy March winds, it is well to plant them 

a protected situation whenever pos- 
-ible. Often an exposure to the south 
or southeast, against the wall or in an 
angle of a building, provides a suitable 
spot. but in such a location the ultimate 
size of the plant should be kept in mind. 
Spireas. mock-oranges, or other run-of- 
the-mill subjects can serve as temporary 
associates around a featured specimen 
of parrotia during the first years when 
it is becoming established. Such a group- 
ing does not in the least belittle the very 
creat beauty and the value of these 
more common subjects. but is merely a 
practical solution for reducing the cost 
of a planting and insuring early de- 
velopment as an artistic composition as 
well as its dignified maturity. Unless 
moved with a solid ball of soil around 
the roots, parrotias are best planted in 
the spring. Compost or leafmold should 
he used liberally, particularly as a mulch 
to keep the roots cool and evenly moist 
until they become well established. Plant 
pests and diseases seem to affect this 
species very little. 

A subject as unusual as Persian par- 
rotia is almost sure to be used as a 
single specimen in garden plantings. A 
plant used in this way blends well in 
mixed shrub plantings. and shows up to 
excellent advantage in a bordér or even 
in foundation plantings where the size 
is appropriate. 

To return to the cold facts of history. 
it is interesting to recall that parrotia 
was so named to commemorate Dr. 
Johann von Parrot. a German naturalist 
employed by Tsar Nicolas I of Russia 
to make an expedition to the top of 
Mount Ararat. Dr. Parrot is credited 
with being first to climb the perpetual 
cap of ice masking the famous summit. 
in September of 1829. The sturdy bush 
or small tree known as ironwood by the 
people of the Armenian Plateau because 
of its sinewy wood was among the scien- 
tiie collections brought back to St. 
Petersburg by the expedition. The fash- 
ons in plants are so strange and un- 
predictable that today. some 120 years 
later, parrotias are still objects of great 
arity in our gardens, though they have 
‘more to commend them than scores of 
woody plants disseminated by the thou- 
sands,

red petal tips, seven or eight to a stem; 
Violet Niles Walker, an early flowering 
umbellatum type with brilliant persim- 
mon-orange coloring; William Craig, an 
early flowering umbellatum with star- 
like, orange-colored flowers. 

In the course of propagation for dis- 
tribution are two other new Vasseur lily 
varieties. Dr. Clark is an umbellatum 
type with purple-dotted yellow flowers. 


Dr. Henry Nehrling bears  yellow- 
throated _red-tipped, umbellatum-like 
blooms. 


The early war years witnessed the 
culmination of a long program of raising 
seedlings of orchid cactus or hybrid epi- 
phyllum. The timing of the introduction 
of some of them is reflected in their 


names. Bataan has large cherry-red 
blooms washed with purple coloring; 


Corregidor has petals of strawberry- 
orange, the 6-inch flowers darker tipped 
and purple at the base; Charles Vasseur 
has petals of its giant ll-inch flowers 
tipped with lavender, golden green at the 
base: General Jonathan Wainwright has 
8-inch copper-salmon_ over- 
washed with lavender purple. 

Other varieties of orchid cactus still 
under trial include Miss Bella Rand, 
which bears white-throated pink blooms, 
and the white-throated pure rose Rosina 
Thorndike. 

Roses, too, have caught Mr. Vasseur’s 
interest with breeding effort directed 
towards hugonis with 
other One such cross named 
Hugalba bears’ hugonis-like blooms 
which measure more than three, inches 
across and are pure white to cream in 
These appear freely at 
about the end of the hugonis blooming 
season on thorny plants which seem able 
to attain a height of about eight feet. 
The fruits drop in summer without matur- 
ing viable seeds. Here is something of 
top quality for informal hedge-making, 
especially for hedges of the effective 
barrier type now being recommended by 
soil conservationists.

Rosa hugonis crossed with R. spinos- 
sima has produced a number of promis- 
sing, strong-growing seedlings resem- 
bling the latter in aspect and with white, 
pink and yellow blooms.

Although he is not yet ready to say 
much about it, Mr. Vasseur is well along 
with tree-peony breeding. using his own 
foundation stock raised from seeds im- 
ported direct from the Orient. That he 
knows how to culture the tree peony is 
demonstrated by one specimen which, 
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while but four feet in height, has a cir- 
cumference of 25 feet. Herbaceo 
peony breeding is also in progress 
Mr. Vasseur’s garden as is azalea bree 
ing with Kurumes, Mollis varieties, K. 
mucronulatum, R. mucronatum and ot 
involved. Some 30 hay 
been made and are undergoing trial. 
The temperament essential to a plant 
breeder is augmented in Louis Vasseur 
by a lifetime of experience in plant 
handling, leading to reliable judgment 
as well as know-how. He was born in 
Paris in 1884 and first studied gardening 
at the preparatory school of Igny nea! 
that city. After that came three years 
and a diploma from the National Schoo! 
of Horticulture at Versailles. Then came

more training in Germany at Niede 
sedlitz near Dresden on the estate of 


Louis of Saxony. The training there was 
two-way in that, while Mr. Vasseur was 
acquainting himself with such matters 
as the German system of rose, azalea and 
camellia culture. he was, in turn, train- 
ing fruit trees and showing the methods 
he had learned at home to the others. 

This fruit training knowledge was to 
stand him in good stead later on afte: 
he took charge of the James Estate. After 
reaching that position, he imported 
trained fruit trees from France and 
trained others on the spot. He developed 
a fruit gardeh of more than a 100 varie- 
ties of tree fruits. including and. 
notably, 28 varieties of pears. 

It was during the period in Germany 
that Mr. Vasseur met the late Hugo de

Wildt of American nursery fame, and 
at whose urging he was later to come 


to the United States. Before that. a sea- 
son of training was spent under Senai 
at Frankfort on the Main, a very large 
forcer of lilacs and bulbs. From Frank- 
fort, Mr. Vasseur went to the estate of 
Baron Alphonse Rothschild at Ferriere- 
En-Brie to take charge of lilac forcing, 
and azalea and camellia growing. 

After a two-year stint in the army. 
came a position in the greenhouse on 
Flower Walk at Marchais for the Prince 
of Monaco. As his last position before 
leaving France, Mr. Vasseur worked as a 
decorator in Paris for Chantin, setting 
up displays .in large stores and notable 
homes, such as the residence of the presi- 
dent of France. By this time, Mr. de 
Wildt had prevailed on the young man 
to emigrate. After nursery and landscape 
experience in North Carolina and_ in 
New England, where he helped estab- 
lish the famous garden of Mrs. Homer 
Gage at Worcester, Mass., Mr. Vasseur 
settled on the James Estate in Milton. 
where he still is, his present home having 
been part of that property.

DOROF. ALFRED REHDER, one of the 


world’s foremost authorities on hardy 
ees and shrubs, died in Boston on July 
| at the age of 85. Before his retirement 
1940, he had been associated with the 
rnold Arboretum of Harvard University,

‘ehder came to the United States in 1898 
and by chance became associated with

Bailey was then beginning. A year later, 
Prof. C. S. Sargent, director of the Arnold 
(Arboretum, engaged him to prepare the 
data for the Bradley Bibliography. Fol- 
lowing his return to the United States,

after completing research work in Eu- 
rope on behalf of the Bradley Bibliogra- 


phy. he became assistant in the herb- 
arium at the Arboretum. 
Prof. Rehder is best known to gar- 


deners and horticulturists in general for 


his “Manual of Cultivated Trees and 
Shrubs Hardy in North America,” the 
second revised edition of which ap- 


peared in 1940. His most recent work 
is his “Bibliography of Cultivated Trees 
and Shrubs Hardy in the Cooler Tem- 
perate Regions of the Northern Hemi- 
sphere,” which appeared this year. His 
published botanical and_ horticultural 
articles numbered nearly 1.000, includ- 
ing close to 100 in the Journal of the

duce a bushier growth. It will com- 
mence to bloom when only 4 or 5 inches 
tall. According to Bailey’s “Hortus II,” 
it grows to a height of 14% feet. Mine 
has never quite attained that height by 
spring, when the house plants go out 
doors. It is then that I cut it back. 

The cuttings root quite easily in water, 
vermiculite. or sand. I prefer the latter 
but have used all three on occasion. 
Sometimes the stems will rot off at the 
surface of the rooting medium. I then 
cut them back to healthy tissue and put 
them in the medium again. With some, 
this process must be repeated two or 
three times before the cutting will 
strike roots. I have never used a rooting 
hormone. This might help, or discarding 
the lower part of the stem might make 
a difference, but I always get them to 
root eventually—EstHer T. Lartine

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Liriope

IRIOPE is a low, evergreen plant, 
which forms a thick mat of narrow, 
grasslike leaves of wiry texture. Its 
dwarf stature makes it valuable for edg- 
ing, but I like it best used in irregular 
plantings in front of shrubs, where it 
makes an effective transition between the 
taller background and the lawn in front. 
In late summer it sends up a 12 to 15- 
inch flower stalk which resembles in 
color and form the grape hyacinth blos- 
som of spring, but is taller, has a stiffer 
stem and blooms over a much longer 
period of time. It is attractive in the 
garden and excellent for cutting for 
smal] bouquets. 

Liriope is one of those dependables 
that deserve to be better known in gar- 
dens. That it is not so known may be due 
to an impression that it is not hardy in 
the North, an impression which experi- 
ence leads me to believe is erroneous. We 
have had liriope, the species I think 
being muscari, in our central New Jersey 
garden for some 15 years, during which 
time it has withstood all degrees of winter 
weather with perfect equanimity. It is 
growing in a variety of locations—in 
sun, in shade and in partial shade, where 
it is protected and also where it is wind- 
swept—and location seems to make very 
little difference to it, except that it blooms 
more freely where it gets some sun than it 
does in heavy shade.

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Grow Gloxinias

314’s or 4’s, and these size pots cannot 
possibly support full-grown  gloxinias 
without frequent but careful feedings, 
which is a source of trouble among 
many amateur growers. The shift from 
2%- to 5-inch pots is therefore a thor- 
oughly sound practice. 

After the July-sown plants have flow- 
ered during the following spring and 
summer, and by the time they go into 
their resting stage, or around October, 
the tubers should be from 2 to 3 inches 
in diameter. These tubers, planted in 
November, produce the largest specimen 
plants I have ever grown or seen. 

The most popular method of propagat- 
ing gloxinias is by leaf cuttings. This 
can be done in several different ways. 
Most amateurs root the leaves in water, 


but I would not recommend this prac-: 


tice. I suggest one of two methods, de- 
pending on whether one wants several 
small plants or one large tuber to plant 
at a later date. If several small plants 
are wanted, place the leaf on damp 
sand in a terrarium or goldfish bowl, 
break the ribs of the leaf in several 
places, and cover the bow] until the little 
plants begin to develop. These should 
begin to form at the breaks in the ribs 
within a few weeks. 

If a large tuber is desired. use the 
same container and insert only about 2 
inches of the stem in the sand. Keep the 
bowl covered until the leaf has become 
established in the sand. The rooted leaf 
should be kept in the sand as long as 
possible. When the leaf turns yellow and 
dies, the tuber that has formed is ‘ready 
for potting. The size of pot to be used 
will depend on the size of the tuber. 
Leaves rooted around June 1 showd 
have tubers over 114 inches across by 
November. which could be planted di- 
rectly into 5-inch pots. The sand should 
be kept moist right up until the time the 
leaf dies and the tuber is ready for pot- 
ting. because if it should dry out the 
tuber would ripen and sprout before it 
had reached its peak size. 

For either method of leaf propagation. 
the leaves should be taken while they 
are still in good. green condition—that 
is, while the plant is still in bloom. 

If one wishes to acquire plants of a 
definite flower color, it is necessary either 
to propagate them from mature plants or 
else to purchase mature tubers. The size 
of the tuber has a direct bearing on the 
number of blooms it will produce, al- 
though small tubers started in Novem- 
ber and grown at a 62° temperature will 
produce better plants than those started 
from larger tubers in February or 
March. This is because there is a de- 
cided deterioration in the vitality of 
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tubers after the first of February. 

I started my collection of gloxinias 
just before the war. I decided to try my 
hand at cross-pollinating some of the 
better varieties that I had, because I had 
found it impossible to purchase tubers. 





Black leaves are sometimes caused by 


handling wilted plants in hot sunshine, 


Fortunately, when I started, I had one 
really outstanding strain among. the 
several that I had on trial. I now have 
over 50 distinctly different gloxinias as 
a result of selective cressing and re- 
crossing. Some of these, of course, are 
the named varieties which have always 
been popular, even though the blossoms 
of some are comparatively small. Be- 
sides the large. open-flowered kinds. they 
include also the slipper type. The flow- 
ers are like oversize foxgloves. 

Almost all of our large-flowered hy- 
brids have flowers over 5 inches in diam- 
eter. Many of these are ruffled. Some are 
in solid colors, ranging from shades of 
pink through deep red and from delicate 
shades of lavender through purple. 
Others are so finely speckled that it 
would appear that a mist of paint had 
touched them. Still others are of solid 
color with a speckled border of larger 
spots. Some are mottled and veined in 
various colors on a white background. 

In my breeding work. I do not try to 
produce gloxinias that come true to color 
from seed by pollinating flowers on the 
same plant. This practice results in a 
decided weakness both in the germina- 
tion of the seed and also in resistance to 
disease such as leafspot. My aim is to 
have an excellent assortment of colors on 
plants that are easy to grow. 

I have crossed a blue slipper type with 
a large speckled hybrid. The results in- 
cluded two dark slippers. several red or 
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rose slippers, and a considerable num- 

ber of plants with little upright flowers | 
of no particular value. The following | 
year I had a red-speckled slipper and a 

purple-speckled slipper. These, as far 

as I know, are the only speckled slipper 

type gloxinias ever produced. 

Among insect pests, thrips are the 
only ones that are likely to give gloxinia 
enthusiasts trouble at one time or an- 
other. The first sign of their presence is 
a rusty appearance of the leaves, espe- 
cially underneath, and also of the stems. 
To keep thrips under control it used to 
be necessary to spray regularly with 
nicotine sulphate. Since DDT became 
available, however, their control has 
been much easier. By the use of DDT 
every six or eight weeks I think that 
trouble from thrips is a thing of the past. 
DDT should be used with precautien, 
and as directed by the manufacturer. 

Aphids can cause considerable dam- 
age. but they are easily controlled. Nico- 
tine sulphate is the most effective spray 
for all types of aphids. Mealybugs will | 
sometimes attack gloxinias, but they pre- | 
fer other plants. I have never been trou- 
bled with cyclamen mites, but I have 
been told that they can be a stubborn 
pest. However, the new parathion sprays 
are reported to afford positive control. 

There is some confusion regarding 
spots on gloxinia. leaves and also re- 
garding leaves suddenly dying. There 
are various causes of these troubles, some 
of which are not understood. Some 
strains are very susceptible to having 
their leaves turn black for no apparent 
reason, and plants whose buds blast eas- 
ily are also apt to be weak in this re- 
spect. Handling somewhat wilted plants 
when the sun is hot will often cause them 
to turn black. Cold water splashed on 
the leaves of a plant in a warm, sunny 
window can cause the same damage. 
\fter the plants recover, the leaves have 
hburned-looking spots on them. Some- 
times it is merely the surface of the leaf 
that has had the tissues broken by a 
sudden change of temperature, but often- 
times the injury penetrates the whole 
thickness of the leaf. This kind of spot 
never spreads, and quite often the color 
will return to leaves that have suffered | 
only slight surface injury. 

Another kind of leafspot is enirely dif- 
ferent, since it is caused by a disease and 
therefore spreads, especially in cloudy 
weather when the humidity is high. 
Water on the leaves will also spread the 

pores of the disease from one leaf to the 

iext. The only preventive measure I 
iave found for this leafspot is to supply 

ufficient ventilation so that moisture does 
iot form on the leaves: Also, any leaves 
that appear to be in a decaying condi- 
tion, especially if they appear to have 
mold on them, should be removed and 
urned.

The Charm of Camellias 


(Continued from page 877) 


the nursery, whether grown in open 
ground or in containers, their roots are 
encased in a ball of earth. Open ground 
plants will be balled and burlapped. 
This burlap should not be removed when 
planting—it is only vegetable fibre and 
roots grow through it. 

It is essential that the soil for camel- 
lias is acid and that it contains goodly 
amounts of organic material. Suitable 
soil should be composed of 14 part each 
of good garden soil, acid peat, well rotted 
manure and sharp sand. Woods mold 
and leaf compost also are good mate- 
rials that may replace soil and peat. The 
soil may be further enriched by adding 
a quart of camellia fertilizer to each 
wheelbarrow of soil. 

The hole dug for each plant should be 
a foot wider and six inches deeper than 
the root ball. If the plant is a large one 
the size of the hole in excess of the 
root ball should be even larger. 

Fill the hole with planting soil to the 
proper level and pack it in place. Then 
set the plant in the hole so that the sur- 
face of the ball is slightly above the sur- 
rounding earth level. This brings the 
upper roots within the ball right up to 
the surface. There is no surer way to 
stunt a camellia plant. or even kill it, 
than to plant it too deep. 

Pack the soil in well around the plant 
until the hole is three quarters full. 
Fill the remaining quarter with water 
and when it has seeped down complete 
filling the hole with soil. Make a basin 
about the plant by shaping the soil and 
fill this with water. Syringe the top of 
the plant and mulch the ground around 
it. Thereafter give particular attention 
to watering as needed and syringe the 
plant frequently. It is well to remember 
that the root system of a newly set plant 
is usually very limited and water is 
therefore all the more essential. 

Camellias must be fertilized from time 
to time if they are to produce good 
flowers. Some growers have had bad re- 
sults from fertilizing: When they have, 
it is safe to guess they have used too 
little or too much fertilizer or the wrong 
kind. Good camellia fertilizers are avail- 
able in the trade. Fertilize in March, 
again in June or July. Some growers 
like to give an application in October. 
These dates will vary somewhat accord- 
ing to locality. 

A plant two feet high should have a 
quarter of a pound at each application, 
thinly applied around it and not right 
up against its trunk. A camellia plant 
five feet high and three feet across the 
branches can use a pound in each of 
two or three applications. If well rotted 
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manure is available, use it for it is 
good fertilizer. If the plants are 


mulched, do not remove the mulch when 
they are fertilized, spread the fertilizer 
over the surface and water it in. 

For many years insects gave relatively 
little trouble, but as plants have increased 
in numbers. so have insect pests. Para- 
thion appears to be the answer to the 
camellia growers’ prayer for an insecti- 
cide that will kill or control camellia 
insects leaving the plants unharmed. 
Dr. L. C. Kuitert of the Florida Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station has found 
that the most important camellia insects, 
aphids, tea scale, camellia scale, peony 
scale and Florida red scale can be con- 
trolled effectively with parathion. Red 
mites. though they are not insects, are 
also included in the list. It can be em- 
phasized further that parathion can be 
used safely (that is without injury to 
camellias) in cold weather, in warm 
weather and on tender immature growth. 
It should be used at the rate of 3 pounds 
of 15 percent wettable parathion powder 
to 100 gallons of water. For those who 
do not need that much 1 ounce to 2 gal- 
lons of water may be used. Parathion in- 
secticide is sold under various trade 
names. Mix the powder in a small quan- 
tity of water and then mix it with the 
whole amount. Follow directions on the 
container for handling and use. Spray- 
ing must be done thoroughly and com- 
pletely. For red mite control repeat in 
about 12 days to take care of those that 
have hatched out after the first spraying. 

A selection of camellias may be diffi- 
cult without some help. There are many 
varieties derived for the most part from 
two species, Camellia japonica and C. 
sasanqua, many more from the first than 
from the second. A selection of japonica 
varieties may be based on color—white. 
pink, red or variegated, or it may be 
based on blooming season—early (be- 
fore Christmas), midseason (between 
Christmas. and February 20) and late 
(after February 20)—or it may be based 
on form—single. semidouble. incom- 
plete double and complete double. The 
complete doubles are further divided 
into imbricated, incomplete imbricated, 
tiered and irregular. Those who work in 
the warmer sections are well advised to 
stick to early flowering varieties and 
those that open in the first part of mid- 
season. Incomplete double varieties make 
up the largest portion of the Japonica 
group. The table on page 876 gives a list 
of good ones in several forms and colors. 

All sasanqua varieties now available 
in the trade are early. they begin in 
September, flowering to December. 
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The new Lincraft line of woven 
wood fences includes this attractive 
type which is made of closely woven, 
split white cedar saplings. It comes 
in 3, 4, 5, 6 and 6% ft. heights.

year, each four years also add 20 pounds 


of superphosphate per 1.000 square 
feet of lawn area. 
TRITOMAS (Kniphofia _ pfitzeri) 


should be lifted and stored in a cool 
cellar, or they can be left in the ground 
and covered with a heavy covering of 
salt hay. Also put a waterproof covering 
over the crowns because they dislike ex- 
cess moisture. 


HARDY WATER LILIES carry over 
the winter in ponds providing the water 
level is above them. Lilies in tubs which 
were in pools that must be drained over 
the winter, should be buried. tub and all, 
under 2 feet of leaves. or stored in a 
cool cellar and kept moist. Pools do not 
always have to be drained for the winter. 
A few logs thrown into the water will 
take care of the ice expansion. 


TENDER WATER LILIES are diffi- 


cult to store and without a warm green- 
house in which to start them in the 
spring they are not worth keeping. 


PORCH BULB GROWING. In a cool 
bright porch the housewife, or her 
hubby, can grow successfully a variety 
of bulbs in pans of gravel. Paperwhite 
narcissus are one of the best. Five or 6 
bulbs set in gravel in a shallow bowl, 
kept cool and dark will fill the bowl with 
roots and start into growth in a week. 
When they have made 2 or 3 inches of 
growth bring them to the light and allow 
them to come to flower. To stake them 
up stick a long wire into the bulb and tie 
the top to it. Other bulbs to grow in the 
same manner are King Alfred and Soleil 
d’Or narcissus, and Dutch hyacinths. 
It is important to keep the pans full of 


water at all times. and also that they, 


be grown in a cool light place. To give 
a succession of bloom a few paperwhites 
can be put in every two or three weeks 
up until Christmas. 


In the Greenhouse 


N important chore not to be post- 

poned much longer is the filling of 
the potting shed bins with soil, rotted 
leaves and manure for winter potting. 
Or if there are no bins to store the 
materials. store them in a convenient 
frost proof cellar. It is not much fun 
to dig frozen soil in winter. 


SPRAYING in the greenhouse with a 
good insecticide must be done at regular 
ten-day intervals. Spray on bright days 
during the winter months to give the 
plants a chance to dry off before night- 
fall. For another control method the use 
of aersol bombs containing parathion 
is suggested in place of spraying, but 
I still only recommend it for use in large 
greenhouses. Spraying is not necessary 
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when the bombs are used once every 
three weeks. It is deadly to insects. It 
is also poisonous to humans so be sure 
to follow instructions to the letter con- 
cerning gas masks, etc. 


ROOT INSECTS in the greenhouse 
may be effectively controlled by using 
50 percent wettable DDT on bench soil. 
It is not harmful to the plants. Dust it 


on the bench soil at the rate of one 
pound per 100 square feet. 
FEEDING PROGRAM for active 


greenhouse plants must be a steady one. 
Liquid cow manure in a barrel is always 
ready for use, and can be used to feed 
plants every seven days. Soluble plant 
fertilizers will also do wonders. 

To make the manure water put at 
least 4% bushel of fresh cow manure into 
a burlap bag and place it in a barrel of 
water. It must soak a week or so before 
being used. Dry cow or sheep manure 
available at your dealer can be sub- 
stituted for the fresh manure. Dilute 
the manure water to 1% strength when 
you water the plants. Make a new sup- 
ply every 30 days for it loses its strength. 


TEMPERATURES are still impor- 
tant in the greenhouse but they are 
more easily controlled during the winter 
months. When mixed crops are grown in 
a single house keep the house at the 
temperature suited to the greatest num- 
ber of plants. If you have two houses 
keep one at 50° and one at 60° night 
temperature, Poinsettias, ferns, 
gardenias, etc., need the extra heat of 
the warmer house. Carnations, snapdrag- 
ons, stocks, stevia, cyclamen, cineraria, 
etc., prefer a 50° house and will make 
strong plants in that temperature. On 
dull days daytime temperature should 
be 10° higher than night temperature. 
and 15° higher on bright days. Use top 
ventilation during the winter months, 
ventilate carefully and avoid drafts 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS are at the peek 
of their blooming now. As soon as the 
bench grown material is used up, plant 
the roots that are to be kept for propa- 
gating into flats and place them in the 
coldframe. The bench soil, if manure is 
added to it, can be re-used for winter 
forcing of such plants as snapdragons, 
leptosyne, stock, winter-flowering pansies, 
Lieb’s winter-flowering marigold, winter- 
flowering sweet peas, calendulas and 
salpiglossis. Or if the space is needed 
for pot plants remove the soil, clean the 


roses, 


bench thoroughly and then cover it 
with 1 or 2 inches of ashes or fine 
gravel. Pot plants. like cleanliness. Do 


not crowd greenhouse plants. They need 
space to develop and if they do not have 
it they will grow spindly and puny.

N sections of the Pacific Coast where 

seasonal changes are marked and 

the gardener’s activities are firmly 
guided by climate, observation of es- 
caped and wild plant behavior proves a 
safe and indication for fall and 
spring planting. In climates where win- 
ters are mild and wet,—coastal northern 
California and southern Oregon for in- 
stance—neglected New York lettuce in 
the kitchen garden produces transplant- 
ing sized volunteers early in November. 
From this the gardener gathers, now that 
the ground is really moist, 
and semi-hardy annuals and perennials 
can be transplanted into their perma- 
nent places. After the turn of the year, 


sure 


when the days are longer, the earth 
more water-soaked, the sun strengthen- 
ing, other volunteers appear, until, in 


April and May, there are self-sown to- 
matoes, dahlias and whole armies of 
annual flowers and weeds. The perform- 
ance of plant life in the empty lot. along 
roadsides and in paths makes a valuable 
first reader for the new gardener. 


Southern California 


In planning for berried plants either 


in pots for this Christmas or in the 
garden for next year’s picking. remem- 


ber that the bright red fruits of Pyracan- 
tha duvalli are among the last to be left 
on the bushes by birds. If our feathered 
friends have a limited choice they may 
descend upon your favorite bush before 
you feel its time has come. There is a 
fine selection of pyracantha and coton- 
easter varieties and species now avail- 
able and this is the time to settle. on the 
shape of shrub and color of berry needed 
in your garden, and in your house. 
One of the lovelist native daisies is still 
in bloom in the mountains. It has for 
some time been grown in eastern gardens 
and is now beginning to be appreciated 
here under the name of Tahoka Daisy. 
It is Machaeranthera tanacetifolia. some- 
times listed as Aster canescens, and it 
likes a hot sunny place where there is 
free drainage. I have never seen it as 
glorious under cultivation as it is on the 
hot eastern slopes of its choice but it 
has proved an acceptable late summer 
and fall bloomer and is usually treated 
as a biennial though it often blossoms 
the first year and then sows itself. In 
the garden Tahoka daisy makes a feath- 
ery gray-green 18-inch bush. From late

when you sow Nemophila menziesi (> 
insignis), Baby blue-eyes, add a_ pin 
of the deeper blue Phacelia campan 
laria and when the phacelia rises high 
than nemophila pinch it back and let 
send out side branches and mingle iis 
gentian blue bells with the lighter blue 
saucers of nemophila. Baby blue-eyes 
will grow in all Californian climates ex- 
cept the desert but since this phacelia 
is a desert and near-desert species it is 
not a success where the summer air is 
damp. 


California Fog Belt 

By the time I get home from the last 
of my summer wanderings—usually the 
end of November or early in December— 
my early narcissi are over and the first 
rain has brought out the first hatch of 
baby ticks in the chaparral. Fog. for 
the most part is over and the days are 
cool and sunny. The last seeds must be 
collected from the garden, the last haul 
of plants put into their permanent places. 


Weeds must be hacked out and seeds 
sown. I often find my squash plants 
mildewed and full of fungus. This is 


because they have not been happy in fog 
and do not care for cool nights following 
warm days. My first action is to cut off 
some of the larger leaves to let in the 
sun and then I apply a fungicidal dust. 

If you yearn for rhododendrons try 
your hand with R. racemosum which is 
one of the easiest and most floriferous. 
The only pruning they need is to shape 
them to scale and to fit their places and 
for this common sense and an eye for 
form and line are needed. Pine-needle 
mulch which is common in the fog belt 
(where these rhododendrons can be 
grown in sun or shade) mightily pleases 
this March blooming evergreen. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys

are bare, the Lombardy poplar branches 
leafless, yellowing pomegranate bushes 
heavy with crimson fruit and chrysan- 
themums nearing their end, it should be 
an easy thing to visualize your next 
year’s garden and to formulate plans 
for changes.

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mented with large papery seed pods. 
Among the native shrubs are Rhus ovata 
and Photinia (Toyon). These are espe- 
cially successful at the edge of the valley 
where it begins to mount into the hills, 
and you can see them used very happily 
along the highway entering Red Bluff 
from the south. 

This is the last chance to get in the 
snapdragons, calendulas and_ winter 
stocks. Calendulas planted later than the 
end o, November produce puny flowers, 
stocks stall along making healthy enough 
plants and throwing no bloom. But 
pansies can be planted on any winter 
day when gardening is good. 

Pacific Northwest 

In the milder sections of the Pacific 
Northwest there is still time to plant 
most lilies, trees, shrubs- and 
hardy annuals. Sweet peas could go in | 
now. Last winter proved the lovely Chlid- 
anthus fragrans from the Andes to be 
hardy on Vancouver Island. This is a 
bulb worth growing but as it dislikes be- 
ing disturbed it is worth the risk of 
leaving the bulbs in the ground all win- 
ter and mulching them. They should be 
kept moist during spring and early sum- 
mer and as dry as possible during the 
fall. I have never seen chlidanthus grow- 
ing wild but my bulbs do best when 
crowded or when grown in with other 
plants. In my garden they increase 
fairly rapidly wedging themselves in be- 
tween rocks as wild dahlias do in Mexico. 
The foliage appears in March soon after 
that of zephyranthes and the first bloom 
comes late in April. On Vancouver 
Island the bulbs flower in May. The 
flowering stem is a foot tall and on an 
established clump there may be four or 
five stalks each carrying from two to 
six flowers. These are 4-inch flaring 
trumpets in canary yellow with a de- 
lightful scent of narcissus overlaid with 
lemon verbena. If it is not hot the flower 
lasts two or three days outdoors and it

makes an excellent cut flower. 

Most lilies like the companionship of 
other plants. Their should be 
shaded and their blooms in the sun. The 
Regal lily is the easiest to grow, seeds 
germinate readily and the bulbs are not 
exacting as to location. The coral lily 
from Siberia is another accommodating 
species and its small nodding flowers 
have a grace that combines well with 
ferns and other delicate foliages. The 
best soil for the popular Croft Easter 
lily is a well-drained sandy loam con- 
taining leafmold. The bulbs are heavy 
feeders but when rotted manure is used 
this should be worked into the soil and 
so it becomes well mixed before the 
bulbs are placed. Along the coast growth 
should appear just before winter rains 
come but inland it is better to time the 
planting so some root growth is made 
before winter.

ROCUSES and the small Roman hya- 
cinths in white and blue and lavender 
and rose are for permanent plantings. 
Use them along the edges of the beds or 
in groups through the borders and be 
sure to give them a setting of soft color 
either from annuals or the pansies and 
violas. 


DAFFODILS AND SCILLAS which 
were planted in September fill the spaces 
allotted to them with these delightful, 
richly colored plants now. The dying 
foliage of the bulb beds mar the garden 
spring pictures and it is necessary to 
hide them by using perennials around 
them. 


FERTILIZE the bulb beds of other 
years at this time.

have it die very promptly. At last we 
dug out the whole area and found that 
under the space there was a lot of lime 
and plaster and concrete lumps left from 
the builder’s work. Granted that this 
should have been done in the first place 
the lesson was learned in the hard way 
and now while no dogwood grows there 
a fine Arizona cypress does along with a 
very beautiful native Hex opaca. 


TEN YEARS AGO WE SAID, plant 
roses in February. Since then hard ex- 
perience has taught that the best time 
to put out roses here is late November.

Eustoma Russellianum 


LTHOUGH far from an authority on 
the culture of the beautiful member 
of the gentian family which heads this 
note, it has given me so much pleasure 
thus far that I should like to spend a 
little space on it. now that I have found 
a source of supply for seeds and plants 
(Mrs. I. E. Moore, 1417 Cedar Oaks 
Blvd.. Dallas 16, Texas). The plant is, 
according to the literature, rather un- 
certain under cultivation,. but that must 
have originated in misunderstandings of 
the plant’s need, for it did well here as 
a pot plant under the following schedule. 
Sow seeds in April or early May, using 
a fine soil far on the limestone side, for 
alkalinity is one requisite of successful 
culture. Plenty of moisture is another 
need, but that does not mean stagnation. 
Pot off singly in small containers when 
large enough to handle and transfer to 
larger pots when growth demands, finish- 
ing them in 8-inch pots. That should 
produce a plant two feet tall and about 
as much across. producing, over a long 
period. an abundance of royal purple 
saucers of incredible beauty 3-inches 
across. If it is desired to flower them in 
the open, the plants may be wintered in 
a protected frame and planted out after 
danger of frost. 


Hemeroeallis Seven Seas

lily introductions till gardeners have time 
to sort out the wheat from the chaff 
among the myriad kinds now available?

Tomatoes 


If it were not that I thoroughly dis- 
like the hard, tasteless, shipped-in prod- 
uct, I would never bother with the extra- 
early tomatoes, for most that I have 
grown are decidedly deficient in one or 
more characteristics. Because 1949 was 
one of the poorest tomato years in a 
decade, Early Chatham, which I had 
from Vaughan’s Seed Store, Chicago and 
New York, cannot be completely ap- 
praised. but it looks now like it is going 
to be a winner, especially in size of 
smooth fruits produced so quickly. If | 
can get it to hold its foliage next year. 
I am ready to call it the best extra-early 
to date. 

Of one thing I am sure, though, and 
that is the superiority of Burpee’s Big 
Boy over any hybrid tomato that I have 
seen to date.
